Kreb and His Companion Escaped, 


Without Any Injury or 


Damage. 


Herman Krebs, a. farmer living In 


the town of La Prairie, while driving 
home Thursday night In a lumber wa- 
gon with a neighbor for a companion, 
was hit by the C:10 train on -the Jan- 
osvlllo and Southeastern road near 
tho McLellan farm. . The wagon was 
smashed and Krehs and his companion 
thrown over tho road fence into a field 
but beyond n few scratches and bruis- 
es was not hurt. 


The wngon road at this point cross- 


ed the railroad track diagonally adn 
a view of tho track can bo had for 
a long distance each way. 
There Is 


a little down grade along tho rail- 
road track at this point and tho pas- 
senger trains run there about aa fast 
ns the engine can turn a wheel. 


Krebs drove onto tho track a short 


distance ahead of tho rapidly 
ap- 


proaching train and before ho could 
got over tho pilot of (ho engine struck 
tho outfit Just at he front end of tho 
wagon box. • Tho shock broke the 
wagon loose from tho horses who went 
up the road on a run and Krebs and 
his companion sailed off over tho 
fence into tho field, but did not sus- 
tain any serious Injuries. 


The train was stopped as soon as 


possible and hacked up to where tho 
accident 
occurred. 
'When It was 


found that tho men were not hurt tho 
train proceeded on Its way to Chica- 
go. 


Tho man riding with Krobs In the 


'wagon was named Joseph Lowlo nnd 
Informed the conductor of the train 
that his homo was In 
Minneapolis 


and that he and Krebs wore going to 
Shoplere. 


Engineer McDonald 
stated 
that 


Krebs drove onto the track not over 
two hundred feet ahead of him. He 
saw the two horses as they stepped 
onto the track and put on tho fllr 
brake and started tho whlstel. 
He 


was running at about 45 miles an 
hour and struck tho wagon almost -be- 
fore he had time to make a. move. 
The train went about flvo hundred 
feet after hitting the .wagon before 
he brought It to a standstill. 
When 


he got back to where Krebs and !»• 
•wle were, they were walking around 
looking for their team which had gone 
up tho road. 
They were not hurt 


and Lowle was kicking about losing 
his nap which Enpjlncer McDonald 
found lying along the track. 
At the 


tlmo of the accident the headlight was 
burning and tho bell ringing. 
The 


engineer had sounded tho whistle for 
tho road crossing sonio distance back 
at the whistling post. 
The thing that 


puzzled the train crew was how Krebs 
and Lowle everjetcnped being killed.
